The minutes the two preceding meetings were read 
the secretary and approved the meeting.

1884. its second meeting was elected member. The 
old men that stood for that association then, were the 
bone and founders AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
such men Judge Biddle, Silas Betts, George Blight, 
Ezra Michener, Thomas Harvey, and whole lot more that 
some you knew well did. That organization con- 
tinued for great many years, taking any one for its mem- 
bers who was lover the Guernsey cow. had very 
enjoyable meetings different places, and the membership 
grew. The old Guernsey breeders grew less, some them 
see but one two them here today—until 
last, one day one the meetings, friend here 
left said, not going come any more these 
Some fellows had made remark the meeting that 
Holstein bull cow was better than Guernsey. didn’t 
have his red hair for nothing, and was not bald for noth- 
ing. So, very kindly offered his home for meeting 
form new association, and invited all the Guernsey 
breeders around Philadelphia. that meeting was 
made chairman, and your present secretary was made 
secretary. that organization which was formed June 
1903, you have today the Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. will not dwell too long this subject. know 
there are great many things talk over. But this organi- 
zation really inheritance the oldest organization its 
kind the United States today. This association has 
always stood for everything that was fair and square and 
honorable. want hold that. want see that 
all persons elected membership this association are 
honorable, straight-forward business men, whom can 
depend, that people all over the country, will not only 
say that the Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ Association have 
the greatest Guernsey cows the United States, but that 
they are the squarest, fairest business men they have ever 
dealt with. Let each have for our motto: class 
men. High class cows.” 


The report the managing committee,—the work 
which has been recited President Cleveland’s address, 
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was read and was followed lengthy discussion.

LIVE 


Dr. CHARLES GAY, Onto 


You are probably conscious the fact that the Chairman 
mentioned that had been the University Penn- 
sylvania. always feel that getting away bad 
start when too much said about University connec- 
was riding train not long ago with commercial 
traveler, that is, found ourselves the same section after 
our berths were made the morning. was the 
loquacious type, the kind you are all acquainted with, and 
kept telling all about his business. assumed that 
was commercial traveler. did not tell him, but endeav- 
ored number ways find out what business was, 
but kept under hat. Finally, when were taking 
leave one another the station, said, Partner, what 
your line?” thought was good time carry the 
bluff through, said, line (being col- 
lege man), and looked nonplussed for Then, 
started away, could hear him mumbling 
himself. carry darned small sample.” always 
feel that college man disadvantage the company 
practical breeders. While not actively engaged you 
are, still college men have more real contact with actual 
breeding operations than some might think. have 
very good herd Guernseys the Ohio State University. 
would like express this time the satisfaction 
being back here among old associates with whom 
worked this association for about nine years. had the 
honor one time the president this organization, 
and want everybody the room know that. not 
believe, Mr. President, that that egotism. think that 
justifiable pride worthy enterprise. 

always glad discuss breeding with breeders. 
the first place, intensely interesting subject me, 
and think, the second place topic that not 
preached enough. You know, breeding and feeding are fun- 
damental, and yet have ten times much literature, 
have ten times much investigational work done, and 
ten times many men talking along the lines feeding 
have breeding. Now, not going say that breed- 
ing greater importance than feeding, but insist that 
fundamental feeding. You all know you cannot feed 
into cow production that not bred her. you get 


among company feeders they think they are more im- 
portance, and you get among company breeders they 
think they are more importance. seems like 
safe deposit box, where you hold one key and the company 
holds the other key. How can anyone say that one key 
greater importance than the other? had gone the 
box without key would just the same fix 
had gone there with key and the company’s key was lost. 
You might just well try argue which one those keys 
more important try argue which greater im- 
portance breeding feeding. 

word about production. matter fact production 
not popular topic discussion, least out our country, 
but feel that the pendulum always swings from one extreme 
the other. When man condemns production, and says 
about quantity production. have have given amount 
product. The production that preach not exactly 
making two blades grow where one grew before, but you 
can get sixty pounds from one cow and only thirty from 
another, why not increase the production that thirty 
pounds cow the sixty pounds limit? 

This matter breeding not quite easy discuss 
feeding, for the simple reason that men who work along 
that line have draw our deductions from plant life small 
animals. remember right here one your meetings 
the old Windsor Hotel, which suppose has fallen down 
this time, Dr. Castle delivered excellent address, 
always does, before this body great many years ago this 
subject heredity. would have passed admirable 
address ordinarily, but think the feeling that day was that 
had fallen rather flat for just one thing: lacked appli- 
cation. told his work with his guinea pigs, and his 
rats and mice, and even his flies and when our good Ches- 
ter County friends asked him interpret those results 
terms Guernseys, course was away the air. 
not think would have known which end Guernsey 
cow carry the feed to, and could not expected 
know that. too busy with other things. That why 
propose make the application the principles breeding 
today. were treat this thing general way, 
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does not seem that would have the pointed applica- 
tion that would have were ask some questions about 
somethings your minds and then try 

the first place, what breeding? the regulation 
the progeny through control the parents with view 
improvement. contend that that alone the cap 
sheaf the keystone that distinguishes breeding from prop- 
agation. Rats your barn propagate. You probably 
have many or, perhaps, more rats your barn today than 
your grandfather had two generations ago, but are they any 
better Breeding qualitative proposition,—not 
more, but better—and any man woman, for that matter, 
who does not have the idea mind when 
they plan mating two animals not entitled 
dignified the term breeder. You will notice the dis- 
tinction between control and regulation. controlled 
the temperature this room, would not hot 
now. control the temperature this room, would 
have at, say, seventy degrees, but instead that 
regulate it. mean that does not fluctuate below, 
will say, sixty-six degrees and does not above sev- 
enty-four degrees. other words, control more absolute 
than regulation. You will note that use those two verbs 
connection with parents and progeny, the regulating 
progeny controlling the parentage. 


Now, the next question that presents itself this: Why 
not control the progeny? can absolutely control 
the parents, unless there bad management our farm, 
but can only regulate best the forthcoming generations. 
Why can you not control the forth coming generations? 
For the reason that breeding not science, but art, 
and there, again, you get distinction. Engineering 
science. The engineer goes work with his rule, compass, 
square and transit and builds his track, railroad the 
middle the river there will not hair’s breadth devia- 
tion. Everything will found accurate the fifth 
decimal point. But you cannot breed that way. What 
art? The artist has his brush and paints, and his skill 
judged according the fidelity with which reproduced 
his subject. There nothing absolute about painting, 
approximate. breeding. That why can only 
regulate the forthcoming generations. can bring them 
within certain limit, but cannot get absolutely what 
after. Perhaps some day will science, but 
will tell you one thing, there will not half much fun 
it, there will not half much satisfaction making 
real study and trying get nearly possible 
that accurate end. 

Here another question: Why that can only get 
approximate results breeding? account the inevi- 
table occurence variation. Somebody has said that va- 
riation the most invariable thing nature. two indi- 
viduals are exactly alike. Identical twins come close 
it, but fraternal twins not close. There always some de- 
gree variation: Variation has been termed the 
hope and despair the breeder. Why the hope the 
breeder? Without variation could never get bit 
improvement. the daughter cow just came the 
limit the cow’s best production and never went any higher, 
how would you get improved production generation after 
generation? the fact that the daughter may exceed her 
dam. There may variation the direction increased 
production. That gives our basis for improvement 
future generations. Why the despair the breeder? 
Because two-edged sword. The thing that 
provement one generation may turn right around and 
take away that improvement the next generation. 

What success breeding? imagine that that question 
might suggest lot answers. mind simply 
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the thing that marks success. Just recall the success that you 
have had your own breeding operation, that you know 
about somebody else’s, and see that not so. Take 
advantage all variation the direction greater pro- 
duction and eliminate from breeding all individuals mani- 
festing variation lower production other undesirable 
characters. When variation has given you just the charac- 
ters desired, suppress further variation order that you 
may retain this improvement and not lose through the same 
means which brought about. remember that Jimmy 
Dodge when was Penshurst arose breeders’ meet- 
ing Harrisburg and said, want submit question. 


have what consider not only typical Ayrshire cow but 
typical dairy cow. proposition retain the merit 
which have that cow. not ask for her daughters 
any better than she but can sure that they 
will just shall The logical thing 
for him and only wanted confirmation his own 
plan, was breed that cow her own son which under- 


stand did. 


That brings another question. success breeding 
the control variation, how are you going 
thing that that inevitable, that all 
the time happening, that going either your hope 
your despair, how are you going manipulate things you 
can control it. You that intensifying the hereditary 
force. know not strictly down date the light 
our Mendelian knowledge talk about hereditary 
force, and yet think, when you are dealing with this pro- 
position, the breeder dealing with it, more com- 
prehensive think about heredity force, that 
good deal like football; the more men you have behind the 
man carrying the ball, the more certain you are put the 
ball over. Dairymen have distinct advantage over all 
other breeders except race horse men and the breeders 
trap-nested poultry they have absolute records measures 
performance. The more high producing cows there are 
the pedigree the more high producing daughters there are 
sure the forthcoming generation. other words, 


ancestry always forecasts the progeny inversely the 


progeny reflection the ancestry. 


How you get this greatest number selected individ- 
uals reinforce this matter line breeding. 
are purifying the germ the process line breeding. 
That is, are going eliminate from this germ just 
much possible all the things that not desire. like 
think this way that may help put that idea over. 
Think variation revolving wheel that going run 
down hill. Think brake shoe playing against that wheel 
and off. Now, label that revolving wheel “variation,” 
and label your brake shoe and you have the 
relation that exists between the two. Variation always 
occuring, unless you take some means stop it. Your 
wheel always revolving unless you put the brake on. 
When you put the brake you slow down the 
the other hand, sometimes get that brake set too tight. 
Some our Berkshire friends have done that and their 
breed suffering result; that is, they intensified the 
hereditary force until they overcame variation such 
extent that size, bone and fertility have been sacrificed and 
they now need favorable variation these three respects. 
What they require now ease ‘the break-off the use 
unrelated blood. for the purpose that boar 
occasional sow has been imported from England. 
result, the wheel variation greater size, bone and fer- 
tility begins turn. These are reasons why line-breed 
and have shown how may too far. 
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Let back little bit. said that regulated 
future generations control the parents. What control 
judging. lot people tell that they think col- 
leges spend too much time teaching our students judge 
live They are thinking fair, and the show ring. 
that all trained men judges for, also would 
say that spend too much time it. But there not 
man hundred taking course judging who ever steps 
into the show ring judge. What are training those men 
for when make them judges? are teaching them 
select, exercise the proper control the parents that 
the forthcoming generations will line want. 
what are going base that selection? Three different 
things: The progeny, that the get; the individual himself 
(or herself, cow) and the ancestry. Which these 
three most important? Why, his get, course, because 
the proof the pudding the eating. you have the 
fact that good sire, you not need any further. 
But suppose has not had any get? You will then have 
look his ancestry, that is, his pedigree. pedigree 
record the ancestry. all individuals have pedigrees? 
No; but all individuals have ancestors. Topsy the only 
individual record that did not have ancestors, but not all 
ancestors are worthy record. So, there distinction 
between pedigree and mere ancestry, because every indi- 
vidual has ancestry. What the importance having 
‘taken the record the ancestry? can back and read 
it. You dairymen have big advantage here. What your 
records They show that this calf such and such 
bull and out such and such cow, and you have, further, 
the production records, and you know that this dam has done 
and and the daughter this bull has done and so. 
You back and study that production. You cannot tell 
the look frog how far can jump, and neither can 
you the appearance bull cow tell what she 
going prove breeder why? Because every individ- 
ual has two sets characters. think here where the 
scrub bull men wrong the scrub bull 
account the fact that they not recognize these two 
types characters. think can take bull his face 
value but cannot tell his looks what may get 
the way calves. You cannot anticipate what calf 
going making analysis the dominant charac- 
ters his sire and dam. That listing every apparent 
character each parent, summing them and then con- 
sidering their sum total constitute the specifications 
the calf. Only those characters which are dominant can 
seen yet they represent only part what has been 
transmitted from the parents. The balance remain unmani- 
fested and recessive but may come forward the next gen- 
Take for instance roan Shorthorn bull. 
him roan cow. You get some white calves and possibly 
some red calves. Where was the white the roan parents? 
was recessive represented only determiner for white 
color the germ. The point this: animal just 
about apt transmit the color the character that 
does not show the color character does show. The 
only way find out what individual likely the 
way transmitting characters his get back and 
see what his ancestors were, because the line transmission 
from the ancestors through the parents the offspring. 
The scrub bull may happen fair individual, but 
should not the assumption that this bull has nothing 
transmit except what shows, therefore, would 
safe sire. not recognize the fact that this bull has 
come from miscellaneous ancestry, and has inherited lot 
miscellaneous characters. The individual not power 
unto himself, but the parents are merely focal point 
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which all the ancestors are narrowed down the two indi- 
viduals, and then these two individuals sire and dam, the 
next generation. The common expression ,when find 
son that looks like his father bull calf that looks like his 
sire, that chip off the old block. That not 
accurate statement. They are both chips off the same 
block. The son not derived from the father, except 
matter relay. His ancestors are two the first generation, 
four the next generation, eight the next generation, and 
on. That whole forms the ancestry, constitutes the 
block. one chip knocked off, and that the sire. 
There another chip knocked off, and that the calf that 
sire may get. sure, the second chip comes around 
through the sire. 

That points the answer two three questions. Why 
does not grand champion bull always sire grand champion 
calves? Because grand champion virtue the 
fact that just happened that all the characters that enter 
into his make-up are good characters. represents the 
cream his race taken his face value, and worthy 
and favorable representative grand champion. But 
awarded his championship the basis the dominant 
characters that you can see the show ring. you back 
his ancestors and see what made of, may 
short-bred one may have some outcrosses that not 
show his individuality when brought before the 
judge the show ring. Put him the breeding herd, how- 
ever, and breeds from his ancestors. Consequently, 
success breeder. Put the thing the other way 
around. Why find some bulls, which know would 
not win the prize ring, very successful sires? because 
their ancestry. They are not the average their 
ancestors. Take bull that has the breeding behind him. 
breeds right from his ancestry. The calves are better 
than Many man has sold bull because was 
disappointed his physical make-up, and when the calves 
came this man would try buy that bull back, because 
has proved better breeder than thought would. 

Take illustration, the sandglass that used use 
this country boil eggs by, and with which the old coun- 
try auction sales are conducted. Think little 
glass. You all know what is. Two little conical cham- 
bers, hermetically sealed, with sand one chamber, and 
that sand runs into the other chamber, with which con- 
nected narrow neck. Label the upper chamber the 
ancestry; the narrow constricted neck through which the 
sand runs the parents, and label this place where the sand 
enters the progeny. You then have got the point that 
have been trying make, that transmission from the 
ancestors, through the parents, the progeny. Any grain 
sand the upper chamber may get down below, and 
may not, but they all have equal chance. Suppose you 
had red sand, blue sand, and all other varieties sand, 
Label each one character. you not see how the trans- 
mission character takes place? Parents have nothing 
with it, but the sand starts here the ancestry, and 
the only thing you can determine what kind 
sand going through know something about the kind 
sand that there. How are you going that? 
That where your line breeding comes in. Suppose your 
red sand represents the line high production. you 
had all red sand the upper chamber, you would 
sure have nothing but high production the lower cham- 
ber. You would have established pure line which real- 
ity plant breeding. 

There another question that comes right along with 
this same thought. ask why does not grand champion 
always sire grand champions? Why that some plain 
individuals are superior sires? 
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come back the three-fold basis upon which have 
selected our sires. have already said that the get the 
most important. The next step determine whether 
the individual the pedigree the more important se- 
lection. You all are breeders. You get catalog the mail, 
and run through the catalog and see number and so. 
You mark that number. Why you mark that? Because 
you immediately recognize the pedigree that carries produc- 
tion with it. embraces the blood lines that you want. 
That the one possible procedure. another possi- 
bility. You the sale: You have not looked the 
catalog, but you down the line bulls offered for sale, 
and you come bull whose looks appeal you. ‘After 
looking the bull, you look your catalog and consider 
his breeding. How many men would have done the first 
thing, would have first looked the catalog and found the 
pedigree they wanted? the other hand, how many men 
would not have paid much attention the pedigree until 
they saw the bull? Would find the bull they want even 
without looking see how bred. telling you 
ninety-nine men out hundred would the first basis. 
They would take the pedigree first, and then they would see 
what kind individual goes along with that pedigree. 
Watch two bulls come into the same ring. individuality, 
one seems good bull the other. Perhaps they had 
show, and one bull has been first class, and the other has 
been second class the judges disagree, they were 
close. When they are taken into the sale ring, one brings 
$250, and the other brings $500. That extra $250 bought 
something would not have been spent. has bought 
breeding, has bought title blood lines. Why would 
man pay double the price get bull which did not look 
any better individually. Because knows that that 
bull possessed the prepotency breed on. 


Why you find your own herd that certain cow 
always has good calves she bred certain 
pose that bull dies, and you breed her another bull for three 
four seasons, and get nothing any account and yet 
from other cows this same bull you are getting good calves. 


That where the nick comes in. What the nick? What 
you mean know what affinity is. 
affinity attraction between certain blood lines, when 
they are brought combination. You know what 
aversion You know what incompatibility is. man 
cannot live with his wife. They are disagreeing all the time. 
That same thing exists blood lines. Every Pharmacist 
knows what you mean when you talk about incompatible 
drugs prescription. You can take two drugs whose 
action independently, combination with other drugs, 
will and so. You take those two drugs prescrip- 
tion and they either oppose each other give you ac- 
tion combination that neither one them possesses. You 
have some blood lines that possess affinity, and at- 
tractiveness. Naturally when those blood lines are brought 
together mating, there recourse divorce courts. 


They live happily ever afterwards. You get good results, 
other words. the other hand, when you bring two 
blood lines together that are incompatible, they are just 
like two drugs. They will not There harmony. 
There discord. There nothing satisfactory that comes 
get calf, all right, but the union the incompatible mate- 
rial has given you something that not satisfactory. This 
nick something you have got look backwards see. 
line breed because have demonstrated that there are 
particular lines, which, when broughi together, nick. They 
possess the attractiveness, the the combination which 
gives harmonious, satisfactory result the next generation. 
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You cannot see the nick coming, but you can breed for the 
the nick. You can get set the same combination blood 
lines. Once you have established nick, you had better 
stick it. You can never tell until the nick established 
just what the outcome going be. 


There some other questions. What transmitted? 
have talked about transmission all the time. have 
talked about parents. What handed across from these 
two parents their calf. say that this bull transmits 
his color, that this cow transmits her capacity produce 
milk. matter fact, characters are not transmitted 
that sense. Let show you how ridiculous that is. Here 
bull that weighs 2400 pounds. You say transmits his 
weight his son. accept that literally, means that 
little germ cell, that you have take microscope see, 
will carry across 2400 pounds bull. You say that bull 
transmits his color. Does that mean, when you examined 
his sex cell under the microscope you would see that was 
yellow, case Guernsey? Characters are not trans- 
mitted but only determiners characters. This bull does 
not transmit 2400 pounds animal weight that little 
cell, but there something that little cell that does de- 
termine that when his son gets the same age that 
is, with equal opportunity, will weigh about 2400 
pounds. And the same way with There not 
any color that passes over the germ cell, but there some- 
thing which call which provides that this 
calf, when attains its growth hair, will have the color 
his sire.

You cannot 
breed hair brass monkey. You cannot breed feathers 
You can breed any kind feathers under the sun 
the same way you can modify the hair-coat 
animal, but you have stay within the racial characters 
that are already laid down. What has Luther Burbank 
done? Perhaps should not quote Burbank, because the 
scientists have been after him hard account his 
alleged unscientific statements. has made white 
blackberry. You know that hundred thousand differ- 
ent blackberries there would different colors, and has 
picked out the light ones and worked until has finally 
fixed white color. has produced spineless cactus, 
taken the most conspicuous thing about cactus and bred 
off, make fit food for cattle. But Luther Burbank 
had quite advantage over any us, because man can 
easily get one hundred thousand plants select from. But 
how man going get one hundred thousand Guern- 
sey cows select from? Look the overhead would 
have carry. Dr. Castle’s work well that all in- 
vestigators animal breeding has been with the smaller 
animals, with guinea pigs, rats and flies. not scorn the 
work these men. Life too short. You have work 
where you will get your turn over generations rapidly. 
You know what the period gestation rat is. You know 
how long takes for rat get sexually mature, before 
she can produce. See how many rats you can get, how many 
generations from them, before you can get one cow. Take 
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these flies and put them cage, and see how many you 
have tomorrow. That why they have this work with 
small animals. The principles are applicable your stock. 
just merely that man’s journey through life all too 
short find all these things out the larger types ani- 
mals. 

There are number questions would like submit, 
but time getting too short. would like put two 
more you. Why many people think that they can 
control sex? There distinction between sex control and 
sex determination. There question but that sex very 
perfectly determined, but that determination beyond the 
control the breeder. Somebody will catch the hall 
after this meeting over, like most meetings, and say 
me, “If you give ten dollars, will tell you how 
control will never give them the ten dollars.

One thing more. not think that this question would 
complete without some mention Gregor Mendel’s 
work. not want confuse you, going ask 
the question why will polled bull produce polled calf 
out horned cow? not fact that you have old 
cow your herd that matter with what you breed her 
her calf would not have any horns, ninety-five per cent. 
them would not have any horns. Suppose you produce 
heifer that way. She does not have any horns herself, 
and yet some her calves will have horns and some others 
will not have horns. Why that? because mat- 
ter horn characters and poll characters character. They 
have demonstrated that the full under the operation 
this law that was discovered Gregor Mendel, way back 
the middle the last century, and subsequently redis- 
covered three men. Think terms only single 
characters, and remember that you can multiply that one 
many characters animals you have. Those 
ters conduct themselves the germ units, that is, they 
not mix up, they maintain their integrity. Suppose you 
mate polled bull with horned cow. That calf will have 
inherited horns from its sire, and will have inherited 
horns from its dam. So, has got poll character and 
horn character its germ plasma. Supposing that the 
inheritance bull, and you reduce heifer the same 
way. Note this, neither these two individuals will have 
polled horns, because the poll character dominant the 
character. Whenever they are together the poll 
character overshadows the horn character. think the best 
illustration that Jiggs and Maggie. Jiggs absolutely 
recessive the presence his wife. nonentity 
the presence his wife. Associate him with Dinty Moore, 
and very positive personality. not dominated 
That exactly what happens here. Your poll 
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character Maggie, and your horn character Jiggs. That 
not scientific way illustrating it, but believe will 
convey you the same idea. Whenever you get those two 
mixed there, when they come together, always 
Maggie, and with all poll character. Supposing you 
mate two individuals like that. Think for just minute 
what the possibilities are. You have four possibilities there 
before you. The polled calf had horn character that got 
from his dam. had polled character that got from 
his sire. She has polled character that has shifted from her 
sire and horned character from her dam. They are all the 
germ. When you mate these two, what are the possibilities? 


You have two polled characters, and you have two horn 
characters. Supposing you have all poll characters, then 
you would have pure poll inheritance, and you can breed 
that animal doom’s day, and you will never have any 
horns. Another possibility that the two horn charac- 
ters combined. Then you have pure horn head, have you 
not? long you mate that with another basis, you will 
always have horns, but you have some other possibilities. 


Suppose one the horn characters united with one the 
poll characters, and supposing another one the horn 
united with another poll. You have got the combination 
again. Supposing you produce four calves this way. 


How many the calves are going have Where 
Jiggs? All himself. Only one calf. Suppose the 
combination the two poll character another calf got, 
combination the poll and the horn characters, but the poll 
character the one that dominates and that asserts itself, 
and then there another calf the same predicament, and 
finally there the one that has the pure horn inheritance. 


Three those calves are going have polled heads, but 
only one them really pure poll. The other two have the 
horn character, which, said moment ago, recessive 
its character, but you cannot see it. have this mind; 
Angus Cow was mated with Hereford bull, and pro- 
duced poll with the distinctive black Hereford marking.

HANDLING DISEASES THE COW’S TEAT 


Dr. GEORGE CONN 


the cow’s teats may divided into those 

affecting the exterior and the interior the teat. They 
may caused (1) predisposing conditions, such 
from bacteria that are always present, and from infection 
and inflammation that may spread from within outward 
during diseases the udder. (2) Exciting conditions such 
use mechanical instruments, pressure during milking, 
injuries from stepping teats when getting lying 
down, stepping over high sills, injuries from bushes, shrubs 
and the like the pasture and from standing wading 
dirty, filthy mud water through manure pits. 

Those cows having large, pendulous udders and large teats 
often injure them when getting lying down. After 
milking with wet hand after the calf sucks, the cold, 
damp air will occasionally make them sore. Some young 
heifers have abnormal udder teat development, others 
have teats which there milk duct. Although some 
quarters the udder with ductless teats secrete milk the 
same the others, such animals are disposed for meat, 
they cannot used for milk production. some teats 
the milk duct closed from the growth the lining mem- 
brane and others there opening between the milk 
sinus and the milk duct. Some these last named cases 
are amenable treatment and others unsatisfactory. 

should borne mind that some conditions the 
teats cannot well treated when the cow giving milk, 
but only the dry period. 


CHAPPED CRACKED TEATS 


This condition may result from one several causes, 
such sucking the calf, milking the cow with wet hands, 
wading through wet grass through mud and water, 
from lying wet bedding. 

This condition varies greatly, owing the time that has 
elapsed, the manner treatment and the sensitiveness 
the skin. first will but dryness and redness 
the skin with marked tenderness evidenced while milking. 
allowed without treatment, the manipulations 
during milking and the other influences such moist, damp 
atmosphere will sometimes result deep cracks the 
surface the teats, often involving the deeper layers 
the skin. 


this condition recognized early, the teat should 
painted after each milking with compound tincture ben- 
zoin, using hair brush. the condition pretty 
well advanced before treatment applied, use antisep- 
tic solution such bichloride mercury solution 
1000, filling cup with the solution and then holding against 
the udder, allowing the teat suspended the solu- 
tion for least five minutes after each milking. Then paint 
with the following: One-half ounce tincture iodine 
two ounces (by volume) glycerine, using camel’s hair 
brush. there are any scabs formed, the solution just re- 
commended will remove them and besides very good 


antiseptic. sometimes necessary use sterile milk 
tube draw the milk, the teats are too sore permit 
milking. 


BLocKED CASEIN 


Due unhealthy conditions the udder, teat will oc- 
casionally become coagulated casein, which 
becomes hard and dry from the loss the liquid which 
ordinarily contains. can often moved and down 
the milk duct the teat and sometimes 
unable remove, small quantity olive oil which has 
been previously boiled should injected into the teat and 
then, after few minutes, can usually removed with 
the aid spring dilator. 


THE TEATS 


Warts give more less trouble when found the teats 
and are very detrimental animal that otherwise might 
show animal. Possibly the best way rid the cow 
them snip them off with sharp pair scissors and then 
paint the spot with tincture iodine after each milking. 
This should done when the cow done while the 


cow giving milk, may necessary draw the milk 
with tube for few days. 


CALCULUS STONE THE TEATS 


The teats cows have been known contain calculus 
stones which are formed from the lime salts that are found 
the milk. impossible remove them the use 
spring dilator, will necessary have veterina- 
rian remove them. This should done when the cow dry. 


TUMOR THE TEAT 


occasionally find teat that obstructed with 
warty tumorous growth and this may occur anywhere 
between the opening the base the teat. advisable 
call veterinarian handle these conditions, most 
times necessary remove them surgically and this can best 
done when the cow dry. 


This usually takes place while the cow dry and not 
discovered until she freshens. The closure not always 
complete. have been able to, few instances, open 
the milk duct working the milk tube from side side 
then necessary take small knife which made for 
that purpose and cut through the thickening least two 
directions. Keep this open spring dilator until healing 
has taken place. 
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This condition caused, doubt, from inflammation 
within the milk duct which causes the edges the opening 


unite, thus closing the milk duct, either completely 
partially. 


STRICTURE THE TEAT 


This condition which the average cow owner seems 
very simple, yet does not yield satisfactorily the mod- 
ern methods treatment that are now employed prac- 
ticing veterinarians. very common thing see 
severe case mammitis follow interference that prac- 
ticed effort relieve stricture the teat. 

Stricture the cow’s teats does not often close the milk 
duct entirely but, when does, usually young heifers 
that have never calved before. the stricture near the 
end the teat, the teat will fill with milk quite readily, 
which will either draw very small stream will flow 
several small streams sort spray. near the 
top the teat, will fill very slowly, but can drawn 
from the teat quite easily. 


stricture located the end the teat will often yield 
repeated dilation. Sterilize teat dilator and wash the 
teat with antiseptic, insert the dilator into the end 
the teat and dilate the proper opening, then let remain 
this position for couple minutes, after which the 
dilator should removed for couple minutes. This 
procedure should performed five six times, inter- 
vals two three minutes rest between dilations. Treat- 
ments should continued for several times intervals 
two three days. stricture that located high 
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the teat should treated only veterinarian, and then 
not until has explained the owner the cow the danger 
the complications that may injure that quarter the 
udder. strictly surgical the majority cases, but 
few cases where the stricture not too high up, course 
dilations are worthy trial. 


ABSENCE OPENING 


sometimes find heifers that have perfect udder and 
teat development, except that the external opening the 
teat absent. There usually present small depression 
where this should be. means heavy needle small 
stylet, the skin may punctured. The stylet should then 
turned from left right several times, using care that 
not pushed deeper into the tissue. sterile milk tube 
prepared and pushed through the opening into the milk 
duct. The opening should kept open, until healing has 
taken place, dilator small piece gauze soaked 
glycerine. gauze used, remove twenty-four hours. 


FISTULA THE TEATS 


This condition usually due injury, the result 
mammitis other conditions affecting the udder. 
sometimes the result cutting off rudimentary teat. Such 
teats often have milk duct and may continue drip milk 
continuously. This condition very difficult treat and 
requires surgical treatment affect cure. has been 
longer than one month’s standing, well defer treat- 


ment until the cow dry; not, good results may ob- 
tained any time.
